* HITCHES AND DELAYS. 
THE RUSSIAN INVESTMENT OF CONSTANTINOPLE. 
[By Cableto The Chicago Tribune. ! 

Lonpon, March 16—5 a. m.—England’s 
intention of reinforcing her fleet at Gallipoli 
has caused the movement of Russian troops 
nearer to Constantinople and the forts on 
the Bosphorus. This fact, taken in connec- 
tion with Russia’s opposition to the admis- 
sion of Greece to the Congress, occasions 
much bitter feeling here, and there are 
indications that a demand will be 
made by England for the withdrawal 
of the Russian troops from their prosent 
position commanding Constantinople to the 
lines of Buyuk Tcheckemedje, which will 
then be occupied by Turkish troops. If 
such demand should be made as a necessary 
preliminary to a meeting of the Congress, it 
is probable that Russia would prefer to sac- 
rifice the Congress. It is of course possible 
that some satisfactory compromise will be 
reached, but present tendencies are that the 
Congress will hardly accomplish much to- 
wards securing a lasting peace. 

THE CONGRESS. 
GREECE EXCLUDED. 

AtTuEns, Marcir 15.—The official journal an- 
nounces that Russia has rejected the proposal 
for the admission of Greece to the Congress. 
Public feeling is consequently much excited 
against Russia. 

THE FRENCH POLICY. 

Viewwa, March 15.—The Po'itfica’ Correspond- 
ence publishes a letter from a diplomatic source 
in Paris, which asserts that France at the Con- 
gress will endeavor to bring about a compro- 
mise, and will refuse to take part in or sanction 
any partition or radical change of territory. 

ANOTHER REPORT. 

Lonpor, March 16—5 a. m.—The fost states 
in an official form that Russia bas neither ac- 
cepted nor rejected the propusition for the ad- 
mission of Greece to the Congress. She is dis- 
posed to agree tothe admission of the Greck 
delegate with merely a consultative voice.

AFPREHENSIONS. 

Lonpon, March 16—5 a. m.—A _ speelal from 
St. Petersburg says the official world here 
again entertains grave apprehensions of serious 
complications.

VERY INDEFINITE. 
Lonpon, March 16—5 a. m.— A dispatch from 
St. Stefano states that the Russian Guards have 
been ordered to embark for home as soon as the 
treaty is ratified. Itis uncertain whether this 
refers to the ratification by the Czar or the 
Congress. 


THE TREATY. 
A Vienna correspendent says Russia has 
notified the Powers that the treaty will be sent 
to them immediately after the ratification, 
Russia having no reason to conceal anything. 
This seems intended to assure England that 
there is no secret understanding. 
WILL CONSENT. 
Lonpon, March 16—5 a. m.—A Vienna cor- 
respondent is informed that England will con- 
sent to be represented in the Congress under 
reserves. The Conference will be assembled im- 
mediately after the treaty is communicated to 
the Powers. The proceedings will last ten days 
ora fortnight. Only a few points are likely to 
cause serious debate. Austria opposes Russia’s 
assuming protection of the entire Greek Church. 
AN OFFSET.

EXCITEMENT IN THE FOREIGN QUARTER 
CONSTANTINOPLE.

New York, March 15.—The Constantinople 
correspondent of the New York Times writes: 
“On the morning of Feb. 12 the following 
placard was found posted on the walls of the 
British Embassy in Pera: 

Lost—A feet of iron-clads somewhere between 
Besika Bay and the Dardanelles.

HOW THEY MADE ROADS IN JAVA.

BeRTHOLY Homa, near Dwight, III., March 15. 
—Language cannot sufficiently express the just 
indignation which the traveler must feel when 
he has had a bitter practical experience of the 
eondition of our public roads all over our State. 
If this be true of the “traveler” what might be 
told of those who for nearly seven months have 
been obliged to lead a life of isolation, and al- 
most want for daily food in aland flowing with 
milk and corn’ Yet we almost despair of a 
change for the better | until some com pulsory 
measures are adopted which shall compel those 
who have * of our public roads to mend 
their ways. Dr. Field, in his book entitled 
From Java to Egypt,“ tells us that the superb 
roads of Java are due to the Dutch . in 
governing, and the following legend tells how 
strong the Dutch held control of the island: 

These roads are said to be ow to f 
Datch Governor, Marshal beadsle whe railed here 
in the early part of this century. According to 
tradition, he was a mah of tremendous will, which 
he enforced with arbitrary and despotic Aiitbority. 
He laid out a system of bizhways, and sssigned to 
certain native officers) each his portion to build. 
Knowing that things moved slowly in these East- 
ern countries. and that the officers in charge 
might try to make excuses for delay, he added a 
gentle admonition that he should hold each man 
rea sible; and by why of quickening their sense 
of duty he erected gibbets at convenient intervals 
aiong the road, and if an official failed to come 
to time he simply had him executed. The spec- 
tacle of a few of these native gentry hanging by the 
roadside had such an enlivening effect on the Jav- 
anese imagination that the roads were built as if 
by magic. Perhaps the eystem might be applied 
with excellent effect ‘contractors’ in other 
parte of the world. 

We hope that in our own State, which boasts 
of its great internal wealth, progress, and pros- 
perity, we shall not be eblhged to resort to 
such severe remedies. At the same time we 
are {ree to confess that gibbets “ or even tele- 
graph- les with ropes suspended might have, 
as Dr. Field says, an enlivening effect.”

It will be seen that the assumption on 
which the whole article is based is, that the 
people of the West are poor, and igyorant, 
and in debt; that they are suffering dread- 
fully from the hard times; that, being un- 
happy and naturally uninformed, they do not 
reason; that they look tothe Government 
for relief; that in their ignorance they adopt 
the most pernicious doctrines,—heresies ; 
and that the South, knowing better, but 
maliciously disposed towards New England, 
is trying to divert the West from its ancient 
alliance with those who have superior in- 
tellectual power and moral purpose.” 

It is proper to say that this article in this 
Boston paper is not a burlesque, nor is it an 
attempt at humor, but is a grave and serious 
appeal to New England and the West to 
maintain their old relations, and that, while 
New England cannot for an instant tolerate 
or sanction such loose morality as the Silver 
bill, still New England should speak 
gently and kindly to those at the 
West who are poorly informed on 
questions of political economy, and 
should, by superior ‘‘ intellectual power and 
moral force,” endeavor to educate the inhab- 
itants of the log-cabins (all writers in New 
England assume tLa¥ the people of the West 
live in log-cabins), and assure them that in 
spite of their poverty, indebtedness, an 
starvation, New England will still stand by 
them. It has not been very long since a 
learned Professor from a New England col- 
lege visited this city to enlighten the rustics 
on the silver question. Speaking the gen- 
efal sentiment of his people, he began his 
address by informing his audience that, how- 
ever much those present knew, they could 
not pretend to know as much on the silver 
question as he did. The result was that the 
gentleman got credit for far more pretension 
than intelligence, and even those who agreed 
with him on the silver question expressed 
a thorough contempt for his arrogance. 
It is about time that that kind of cant should 
terminate, an 1 when New England proposes 
that the West shall place its interests in the 
keeping of the superior intellectual power 
and moral force” of New England, then the 
protectorate may be considered as ready to 
be dissolved.

here to its heresy, and brave the fires 
and the tortures which may be in 
store as the appropriate penalty.

Asa whole, and outside 
of the unemployed in large cities, the 
Western people are as well to do as the same 
number of people are in any part of the 
world.

They produce all that is needed for their 
own support and have large surplus of their 
own products to sell. They are, as a whole, 
Comfortably surrounded with the blessings 
of this world, and are large readers of polit- 
ical as well as moral philosophy. Enjoying 
larger and better surroundings, they have 
long since discarded the cant of New 
England, and have a thorough contempt for 
the claim of “superior intellectual power 
and moral force” so persistently put forth by 
and for the New England people. The Western 
people are in debt}; but not more so propor- 


tionately thay the people of other parts of the 


country. Their municipal indebtedness has 
reached its maximum, and is steadily on the 


decline, and will in due time be paid in full.

A MINT FOR CHICAGO. 

Dr. LrxperMay, the Director of the Mint, 
testified before a Congressional Committee 
last week that twd additional mints, besides 
the one at New Orleans, would be required 
to double the present capacity for 
the coinage of the silver dollars. There 
are now in operation mints at Philadelphia, 
San Francisco, and Carson City. These 
have a combined capacity of 2,500,000 or 
8,000,000 silver dollars per month. The 
New Orleans mint can be put in working or- 
der for $50,000 to $75,000. Its capacity is 
$1,000,000 per month. This, added to the 
coinage of the other mints, would make 
$42,000,000 to $48,000,000 per year. Six or 
eigat years would be required, at this rate, 
to coin all the silver dollars that are needed. 
It is obvious that the facilities for coining 
money are not equal to the demand. A new 
mint, with a capacity of 2,000,000 silver dol- 
lars per month, would pay for itself in the 
relief it would afford the people in two 
years. It would, moreover, supply a con- 
stant and ever-increasing want if it 
were placed somewhere in the North- 
west, which at present is unprovid- 
ed with a mint of any description. 
“he freight charges annually incurred in 
shipping bullion through the Northwest and 
bringing it back in the shape of coin are a 
serious expense. These charges for the ter- 
ritory between Omaha and Pittsburg and 
north of Mason and Dixon's line would pay 
the running expenses of a mint; and the 
building and fixtures, as a permanent invest- 
ment, would be at least as valuable as those 
already in operation. 

Suppose that a mint is to be established 
somewhere in the Northwest. There are 
various good reasons why it should be estab- 
lished in Chicago. This city is as near as 
possible to the centre of wealth and popula- 
tion of the territory to be benefited. It is 
itself by far the most important money cen- 
tre in the territory, having thirteen National 
Banks as compared with six in St. Louis and 
six in Cincinnati. It is the most important 
railroad centre, reaching by direct lines Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul on the North; Mem- 
phis, St. Louis, and Cairo on the South; 
Denver and Omaha on the West; and Pitts- 
burg, Cleveland, Detroit, and Cincinnati on 
the East. It is about equi-distant in time 
from the principal points within the describ- 


ed territory, and is, for all practical purposes,” 


its geographical centre. Apart from its 
favorable position, Chicago has economic 
advantages which recommend it for the loca- 
tion of the new mint. It has three smelt- 
ing-works of considerable value, emplcying 
a capital of $170,000 and thirty-six labor- 
ers. It also has commercial and manufac- 
turing industries of more than double the 
value of those in any other Western city. 
Its produce trade last year reached an aggre- 
gate of $212,000,000; wholesale trade, 
$276,500,000 ; manufactures, $204,000,000. 
In the manufacturing industries alone there 
were employed $78,000,000 of. capital and 
63,200 laborers. The hog products for four 
months of the present year exceeded in 
value those of Milwaukee, Indianapolis, St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, and Louisville combined. 
We quote these figures not in a spirit of 
boastfulness, but to show that Chicago is, in 
reality, the metropolis of the Northwest, 
and, in consequence of its manufacturing 
industries, able to supply labor for the new 
mint at lower rates than any of its compet- 
itors. 7 

All the arguments that have been advanced 
here in favor of the choice of Chicago for 
the location of the new mint are simple 
statements of facts which members of Con- 
gress ought not to be ignorant of. There 
would not be any danger, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, that the Committee would over- 
look the obvious advantages of Chicago in 
this respect; but it appears a number of 
other cities anxious to have the mint are 
represented in Congress by powerful delega- 
tions, and no one has yet spoken a word in 
favor of this city. It is to be hope that our 


representatives in Congress will not neglect 
the interests of their constituents in this im- 


portant competition. If the claims of Chi-

SILVER IN POLITICS. 

We are advised that the Democratic mana- 
gers throughout the Western States are 
claiming the passage of the law remonetiz- 
ing the silver dollar as a Democratic triumph 
in order to make capital for the spring and 
fall elections. This is a preposterous claim. 
A fair statement of the agitation and discus- 
sion which preceded the passage of the law 
would leave the honors pretty evenly divid- 
ed, since neither party in Congress could 
have passed the law over the President’s veto 
without material help from the other. The 
Senate has a Republican majority of only 
three or four in a membership of seventy- 
six, and the House a Democratic majority of 
only thirteen in a membership of 293. IE 
the Silver bill had been a strictly partisan 
measure, it would have failed originally in one 
House or the other. Asa matter of fact, it 
was conceded from the outset that there was 
no party politics in the question. It was 
more a sectional than a partisan matter, 
though the final result demonstrated that 
the section which opposed the passage of the 
bill was a very small portion of the Union. 
{t is well known that there was a disposition 
on the part of some of the Democratic poli- 
ticians to retard the final adoption of the bill 
which passed, for the p urpose af keeping the 
question open for the next Congressional 
electiofis, in order to throw the reponsibility 
for the defeat upon the Republican party 
under the cover of the President’s veto. The 
force of public opinion deterred the Demo- 
cratic schemers from carrying out this vicious 
programme, as there was danger that it 
would react upon the Democratic party. The 
present effort to make it appear that the suc- 
céss of the measure was due to the Demo- 
crats will be equally futile. 

More Democrats voted for the bill in the 
House than Republicans, partly because the 
Democrats are a majority in the House, and 
partly because their majority is made up 
mainly from the West and South, where the 
measure found almost unanimous support 
from both parties. There are sixteen Demo- 
cratic members of Congress from New York, 
and twelve of these voted against the pas- 
sage of the bill ; it would be as fair, then, for 
the Republicans to allege that, because two- 
thirds of the Democratic delegation from 
New York voted against silver remonetiza- 
tion, the Democratic party is entitled to no 
credit for the triumph. In the Senate, 
twenty-one Republicans voted for the bill 
over the President’s veto, four others were 
paired in behalf of the bill, and two were 
absent; among the Democrats, twenty-four 
voted for the bill, two were paired in favor 
of it, and none were absent. This is about 
as cluse a division as could well be made be- 
tween the two partios, and shows how ridic-

Money is too abundant and the security too 
good to justify paying 10 per cent interest. 
Many farmers in Illinois have been accumulafing 
their means to mect outstanding mortgages in 
whole or fn part at maturity. The man who has 
$100 saved up to pay interest, or has $300, or 
$500, or 81. 00 put away to meet a maturing m®rt- 
gage, can find no wiser or safer disposition of it 
than to put it into national bonds at par. 
There is another convenience for money invest- 
ed in bonds. The city population, pretty well 
plucked by so-called favings banks, can purchase 
these bonds at par, and hold them, so long as 
they have no occasion to spend the money, in 
convenient form and always available. If need 
be, the bonds can be used as collateral for 
loans. Our correspondent must also disabuse 
himself of the too common idea in New En- 
glaud that the people of the Western States 
have no money and no capital of their own, and 
that they would be all living in log-houses if 
the Eastern people bad not so generously loaned 
them money at 10 per cent. This is all a mis- 
take. There is an abundance of wealth,—the 
accumulations of labor and of industry in all parts 
of the West,—and the population of the rural 
districts live pot only comfortably. but in all 
that pertains to cultivated taste have more 
general prosperity than is known in New En- 
gland. The time is rapidly approaching when 
the municipal indebtedness of the West, which 
has long since reached its maximum, will be 
held in the West in the communities who owe 
the money.

LA PAIGE. 
HIS EXECUTION YESTERDAY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Bostox, March 15.—Joseph La Paige, the 
wretch who outraged and murdered Josie 
Langmaid, a young school-girl, at Pembroke, 
on the 4th day of October, 1875, was hanged for 
that crime in the prison-yard at Concord this 
morning. Yesterday afternoon he confessed 
the deed of which he was convicted. and also 
that be murdered and ontraged Miss Marietta 
Ball, a St. Albans, Vt., school-teachcr, in the 
latter part of July, 1874. He was suspected of 
this crime at the ume, and was arrested, but the 

evidence was not sullicient to hold him. 

TUE MURDER OF JOSI¢ LANGMAID 

was committed on the morning of the 4th of 
October, 1875. On that morning Miss Lang- 
maid, who was at that time within one month 
of being 18 years old, left ber father’s house to 
attend school. The noad for a portion of the 
way was skirted upon either side by woods, and 
here the murder was committed. The girl's 
headless corpse was discovered in a clump 
of bushes close by the roadside, and the 
leaves for quite a space 
with blood. lier clothing 


was torn into shreds, and ber underclothing 


saturated with blood, her body being badly 
mutilated. She was outraged after death. La 
Paige was arrested and convicted of murder in 
the first degrec. The exceptions taken were 
sustained, and the second trial resulted in the

DOUBLE MURDER. 
A HORRIDLE CRIME.

ROCKFORD.» 


The Tablet Discovered in 1874 in a Rock. 
River Mound—Knights of Honor- Burg- 
lary. 

Special Correspondence of-The Tribune. 
Rocxrorp, III., March 15.—In the spring 
of 1874, complying with a suggestion of the 

Smithsonian Institution, a company, under the 

leadership of E. C. Dunn, M. D., started out 

for the purpose of investigating the tumuli, or 
mounds, that abound along the banks of Rock 

River. Editors and other prominent citizens 

took great interest in the enterprise. 

On digging into one, several alternate strata 
of sand, clay, and loam indicated that it was an 
artificial structure. Aside from the discovery 


| of flint weapons and other small articles, there 


was found the complete skeleton of a man, who 
must have towered pre-eminent among his fel- 
lows, as, from careful measurement, his height 
was placed at seven feet four inches. Not far 
distant from this mound, in one of similar con- 
struction, a small piece of stone, three and one- 
half inches long and two inches wide, was dis- 
covered. An engraved side of the stone is sur- 
rounded by a series of straight lines placed at 
an angle of forty-five degrees to the 
making the ornamentation diamonds and half- 
diamonds. The central and upper portion 
of“ the tablet is occupied by a fig- 
ure of the sun, overlaid by a figure 
of the new moon,—the surface of the sun being 
filled in with details of a human face, and the 
moon being divided into five sections. Below 
this is a character like an elongated T upside 
down. On the right hand occur seven symbols, 
one below the other,—the upper two being ex- 
act repruductions of the archaic Greek letters 
Sigma and Upsilon. Below these two are a 
cross, a fish, a water-covler, two paraliel marks 
crossed by two other parallel marks, anda sec- 
ond fish. To the left of the central figures are 
tive symbols, beginning, as the others, with two 
letters of the Greek alphabet. These are semi- 
circular, terminal Sigma, and Delta. Next come 
a serpent and lizard, and lastly a mace, or a 
lighted torch. 

Apparcntly these characters signify nothing 
of special importance; but, to the scientist, a 
world of knowledge will be gleaned therefrom. 

Yesterday, Prof. J. K. Hornish, of Keokuk, 
Ia., arrived in the city, and his visit here revives 
the sensation relating to the discovery of the 
above-hamed tablet. Prof. Hornish has been a 
scientist of acknowledged ability for many years 
past, devoting his time to a thorough research 
of the origin of races and languages. He is 
now engaged in writing a _ treatise on 
the tablet in question, as to tne sig- 
nificauce of its characters. In order more 
fully to establish the genuineness 
of the tablet, he has come to make a thorough 
investigation of the incidents connected with 
its discovery. He pronounces the tablet one of 
great interest and wonder, having a history 
equaling, if not exceeding, that of the great 
pyramids of Egypt. The characters, being a 
combination of language and numbers, relate 
to no complete lauguage, but to the ürst prun- 
itive languages, when laws and religion were 
founded upon patural science before it merged 
into Phallicism. The Professor claims he has 
found fragments of characters, but never found 
them before in their totality. He gives his 
ideas concerning the tablet in brief as follows: 
Creation and the essyle of creation are heid 
in equated adjustment by the sun, supovie- 
mented by the moon as a notator of 
measure, in the ratio of the sacred cubit 
25, or its square root 5. The above are 
the two words Kad and Speth,“ on either 
side of the sun. The next two words are 
Liptcha and * Moyan,’”? meaning life, or 
that which produces lite, and the organic forms 
of life are held in perpendicular adjustment. 
* Liptcha is the primitive from which we draw 
our word “life,” and “ Moyan gives us 
moon; moneta, money; and similar ideas which 
involve organic form, carrying the volume of 
the meaning in the life, or stamps. Twelve 
letters and four numbers also equate iu per.ect 
geometrical relation, and prove the symbolized 
meanings. Prof. Hornish says the tablet may 
originally have come from Asia. Whether 
found in the mound above described or not, its 
genuineness be does not doubt. IIis theories 
will undoubtedly cause considerabie discussion 
regarcing the purposes and origin of these 
earthworks. He domonstrates his ideas on 
purely geometrical rules and principies,—simple, 
yet conclusive.

HONEST MONEY. 


the Greenbackers. 


Election of Officers and Issuance of an 
Address to the People. 


There was held yesterday afternoon in the 
Pacific Hotel a meeting of gentlemen represent- 
ing the Northw States, who had assem- 
bled in response to the following call: 

Cutcaco, March 8.—You are 1 re- 

uested to meet other gentlemen 1 the 

orthwestern States at the Grand Pacific Hotei, in 
the City of Chicago, at 2 p. m., on the 1 of 
March, to perfect a permanent organization for 
the Northwest, the object of which s 
seminate sound views upon the subject of money 
and medium of exchange, and thereby counteract 
the influence of those organized agitators. who 
would lead the nation to the adoption of irredeem- 
able paper money. . 

Among those present were the following: F. 
W. Hayes, W. W. Coleman, Detroit; Bernard 
Leidensdorf, George W. Allen, and E. H. Ball, 
of Milwaukee; Mr. Wright, Racine; E. B. 
Usher, LaCrosse; E. V. White, LaCrosse; D. 
McBride, Sparta; B. B. Northrop, Racine; E. 
J. Stark, Milwaukee; J. H. Dunham, J. M. 
Durand, A. N. Young, Charles Randolph, J. K. 
C. Forrest, John Hise, Lester Carter, A. W. 
Windett, C. F. Grey, L. J. Gage, J. 8. Kirk, C. 
C. Wallin, and H. C. Bernard, of Chicago. 

The meeting was called to order by the Hon. 
George W. Allen, of Milwaukee, who stated 
that its object was the formation of a North- 
western League in the interest of honest 
money. Asa nation they were under peculiar 
circumstances. After along period of sickness 
a man was usually in that despairing condition 
that he was ready to fly to the arms of any quack 
who promised a cure. They had been paralyzed 
for many years, and those who were the most 
seriously affected were ready to take’ any 
prescription. Our public men did not fully 
comprehend what had caused this sickness in 
the commercial body politic. It had been caused 
by intemperate habits. It was the result of the 
dissipation and debauchery of the ten or twelve 

ears previous to the panic. The collapse fol- 
owed, and they found themselves where they 
were. There were many who remembered the 
revulsion of 1887. For nine years—until 1846— 
tbe country suffered as much as we had since 
the panic of 1878. 

The quacks were traveling around the coun 
try prescribing the stimulants which caused the 
disease. It might be a remedy to get us away 
from where we were, but only to let us down on 
terra firma once a. The balloon would rise, 
but in process of time it must return to the 
ground. It was a quack remedy. The inflation 
would no longer inflate. Greenbacks thick as 
the leaves in Vallambrosa would not turn the 
wheels of trade,—would not move a spindle or 
strike a blow. Every proposition of the Green- 
backers, if adopted, would only sink the country 
deeper in the mire. They were making head- 
way, and unless stayed, and we came back to a 
substantial production, there was no more cer- 
tainty to the wealth or property of any. We 
must stem the tide and restore the commerce 
of the country to a solid, redeemable currency. 
It was a fight for property and firesides, and it 
must be met and fought out now. 

The Hon. William Henry Smith moved the 
appointment of a committee to report upon per- 
manent organization. 

The Chair appointed as such .committee 
Mesars. J. M. Durand, of Chicago, Thomas A. 
Bones, of Racine, and Bernard Leidensdorf, of 
Milwaukee. 

A * Committee retired for the purpose speci- 


ed. 
Ine Chair stated that it was contemplated to 
issue an address to the people of the Northwest, 
and, on motion, the following committee there- 
on was appointed: Messrs. W. H. Smith, D. L. 
Shorey, Chicago; E. B. Usher, of La Crosse; F. 
W. Hayes, of Detroit; and W. W. Coleman, of 
the Milwaukee Herold. 

Charles Randolph said that people differed 
widely as to what constituted honest money. 
This organization should clearly indicate what 
it was driving at. There could not be a sanc 
man io the United States who favored a re- 
newal of the greepback era. We must have a 
settled policy. He would like to know if the 
Association had outlined any policy. 

The Chair stated that a Committee had that 
subject under consideration. For himself, he be- 
lieved that honest money should be what it

ar, whether it be ju gold, silver, or paper.

After a brief intermission, Mr. W. H. Smith 
reported the following 

ADDRESS, 

which was accepted : 

1. The industrial interest of the country, and, 
consequently, the welfare and hagpiness of the 
people, require stability in the standard of value 
and uniformity in the circulating mediums of ex- 
change. 

II. The experience of all civilizea and commer- 
cial nations proves that gold and silver possesses 
stability of value in a greater degree than any 
other commodities, and are, therefore, the best 
standard of value, and. in connection with paper 
representatives convertible into them on demand, 
the only safe and uniform circulating mediums. 

III. it is the duty of the Government to establish 
and maintain a sound and uniform currency sys- 
tem. The estadiisnment and maintenance of such 
a system was one of the ends contemplated by the 
founders of our Government in framing thé Con- 
stitution, and to secure the advantages of such a 
system requires only a firm adherence to the prin- 
ciples and sp@it of the Constitution. 

V. The Constitution contemplates only the use 
of the precious metais as astandard of value. 
These principles were stricily observed by the 
Government until a great national emergency com- 
pelled a temporary departure from them. That 
departure was solemnly and repeatedly declared to 
de only temporary, and only justifiable on the 
gropnd of extreme necessity ina time of national 
peril, and the most positive assurances have been 
given by the legisiative and executive departments 
of the Government that when the exigency of the 
War should pass away the Government would as 
soon as practicable returu to the constitutional and 
stable metallic standardgnd measure of value. 

V. The emergency that made it u y for 
the Government to force upon the people an irre- 
deeinaole paper currency having passed gway, to 
now perpetuate that system 4s 4 permanent finan- 
cial policy would be a _ violation vf the 

— the Constitution and of 
spirit of the laws and = pledges 
under which our war currency was issued, and, as 
the experience of the world has proved, would 
necessarily be followed by stiil further deprecia- 
tion. to the great injury of all legitimate business, 
and add to the suffering of the laboring classes, 
upon whom the evils of the depreciated currency 
inevitably fall most heavily. 

VI. National honor; and both national and in- 
dividual prosperity, demand a return to the 
standards of valuc recognized in the Constitution, 
and, with our present puver currency almost at par 
with coin, to delay such return and authorize new 
issuce of irredeemable paper would only add to 
furtber depreciation, till, as in all past experiments 
of the kind, the paper will become worthless, 
leaving us without any reliable circulating medium, 
and entailing destruction on all industry, and 
misery and poverty on the masses of the people. 
Vil. We bave now an abundance of money to 
supply all the wants of trade. Our paper currency

FINANCIAL. 


The banks report great dullness in every depart- 
ment of their business. The clearings show how 
low routine transactions have fallen. There is no 
appearance of activity in the discount market. 
Very lite new paper is offered the banks. Pay- 
ments are fair, altho collections and sales have 
not improved. The loanable resources of the banke 
are accumulating, and desirable borrowers can 
make advantageous terms. Rates of discount are 
7@10 per cent. New York exchange was sold be- 
tween banks at 25@50c per $1,000 premium. The 
clearings were $2, 200, 000. 

THE STOCK MARKET. 

The financial articles of the New York papers 
are now ringing the changes on inflation. 
„Inflation of the currency is a settled purpose 
of Congress, and ‘‘inflation” will raise the prices 
of stocks. All this talk is part of the desperate 
tactics of the heavy holders of heavy stocks to un- 
load on the public. It is not a week since they 
were whistling to the public a pretty tune that 
stocks were buoyant because currency legislation 
was over. Now the tune is that currency legisla- 
tion has only begun. The speculating public do 
not follow this whistling any longer. The wires 
are bare of orders from outsiders to buy stocks, 
and business is confined to the clique brokers, and 
to weak-kneed bears anxious to get on the bull side 
of the market. The public has learned that the 
financial articles of the New York papers are ut; 
terly untrustworthy records of the causes op- 
erating on prices in the stock market, and will not 
take any points from them. 

VALUABLE GOLD DISCOVERY tN MONTANA. 

“On the very summit of the Rocky Mountain 
range, ata spot from which one stream rises to 
flow into the Pecifie Ocean and another to flow into 
the Atlantic Ocean, a gold mine of great richness 
bas recently been discovered. A shaft has been 
et eighty feet, and bas yielded $7,000, besides 

a large amount of ore still to be worked. Three 
veins have been discovered, one of which is thir- 
teen feet wide and very rich.

The net ad- 
dition on a specie basis has been $375,000, 000.

RAILWAY POST-OFFICE. 
THE EFFICIENCY AND 


ELASTICITY 

of the Railway Post-Office was hardiy ever better 
shown than yesterday, when word came to Chi- 
cago by wire that six days’ mails from the Pacific 
Coast, including a Japan and China mail, were 
coming through, and would arrive in Chicago in 
the afternoon. This mail was the accumulation of 
such mails as had not been abie to get through on 
account of the snow blockade on the Union Pacific. 
It was divided at Omaha so that the sacks for 


Pennsylvania, New York, and New England came 
over the Kock Island route; those for Ohio aud 
Indiana over the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy; 
and those for Michigan and Wisconsin over the 
Northwestern. Arrived at Chicago, the mail going 
East was transferred to the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern Depot, where lay in waiting the brand- 
new car Gov. Crosswell, named for the pres- 
ent Governor of Michigan. Tu fact that three or 
four times as much mail as usual was to arrive 
had caused the authorities to call in a large extra 
force of clerks under control of Charles Vickery, 
Chiet Head Clerk. There were Mr. W. Meredith, 
who would ordinarily bave had charge of the car, 
his staff. consisting of Messrs. Crane, Sawyer, 
Hodgman, and Thompson, and as many more extra 
men called in to help out. Among these were 
Messrs. Gilbert, Brush, Dodge, 9 2 and 
Roberts, so that when the 300 great sacks of mail 
were on board there was plenty of force to handle 
them. It was decidedly interesting to see the 
Shiny“ clerks drop in and e e them«elves 
into workingmen in a few moments. The biee coats 
and brass buttons went mto a valise, abd instead 
there appeared the easy but slightly mongre! suite 
which went to make up the work-a-day clothes of 
aman who had 2v0or more miles to nde and thir- 
teen or fourteen hours’ work to do without a rest. 

Like all otfier arrangements in the railway postal 
service, everything was (and always is) planned 
and set out straight. The dozen clerks were set 
over States and divisions. and before the car had 
‘eft the depot the letters began to fly merrily about, 
with the probability that before Cleveland was 
— the whoie huge mass would be straight- 
ened. 

The new car, the Gov. Crosswell, which left 
Chicago for the first time last evening, is said to be 
the best and completest ever buiit in this country. 
It was constructed at Adrian, Mich., in the same 
shops which have turned out the other cars of the 
Fast-Maii line. Like them, it is nted white. It 
was made under the superyision of W. B. Thompson, 
Superintendent of the Fast-Mai] Service, and is 
said to contain all the improvements. It 
is sixty feet in length inside, and at 
the north end (as the car would stand in the de- 
pot) is twenty-six fcet of storage space for ba 
and sacks, which are piled up in cords like w ; 
In the centre of thé car are the distribution boxes, 
into which the mail is handled as it comes from 
the There are eighty-four of these com- 
partments, with patent arrangement at the back 

y which the mail can be taken out easily and 
quickly. At the other end of the car are the smal! 
boxes into which the letters for the towns, cities, 
and smaller routes are put. There are about 1, 000 
of these, and they are curiously and ingeniously 
arranged so that the shelves can be reversed. In 
this way the boxes are changed «8 as to shew one 
set of Western names as the car comes West, and 
an Eastern set as the car goes Kast. The tinish- 
ing — — inside is plain, handsome, and sub- 
stantial.

THE COURTS. 


Poor Prospect of an Agreement in the 
Gage Case. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Bankruptcy 
Proceedings, Etc. 


After about a month’s trial the Gage case 
was concluded yesterday before Judge Rogers, 
and given to the jury at about 1 p.m. Mr. 
Smith, on behalf of the city, closed his argu- 
ment at noon, and the Judge then charged the 
jury. He instructed them that in the absence 
of evidence tothe contrary the presumption 
was that the bond in question was the official 
bond of Gage, and that it was signed and scaled 
by him and his sureties when the body of the 
bond was filied up as it appeared to be at pres- 
ent. If it was signed in blank,—that is, with 
spaces to be filled up,—and presented to the 
Common Council and Corporation Counsel, 
and neither had any knowledge of 
such blanks, it was good. If it was 
signed, tne burden of proof was 
on the defendants to show that it was sifrned in 
blank, and they must show, by a preponderance 
of evidence, that the Corporation Counsel had 
knowledge of such fact. Gage was competent 
to-testify in the case, but the jury in weighing 
his testimony must consider his interest. 

If Gage procured Clyde, a clerk in the Law 
Department, to fill up the bond, then it was 
not the act of the city; the City Attorney and 
Corporation Counsel were the only law officers 
of the city, and it was the act of Gage and not 
of the city. The jury were to consider all the 
evidence and reconcile it if possible, and to 
adopt such a theory as harmonized the testi- 
moony. 

If the bond was signed in blank as to date, 
penalty, or names of obligees, and the blanks 
were thereafter filled up, the bond was void, un- 
less it was subsequently acknowledged as good 
by the sureties. Any knowledge by the Corpoa- 
tion-Counsel was knowledge by the city, he 
being its proper law officer and representative. 

The jury then retired dnd commenced ballot- 
ing, but up to 10 o’clock had not agreed, and at 
that time there was no prospect of an agree- 
ment. It is not known how they stood. 

PETILLON BROS. 

Sophia Petillon yesterday filed a bill in the 
Circuit Court against Omar Bushnell to restrain 
him from selling the furniture and fixtures of 
the barber-sbop and bath-room in the Grand 
Pacific Hotel belonging to Petillon Bros. She 
says that in February, 1877, Henry and William 
F. Petillon gave her a note for $2,850, secured 
by a chattel mortgage, to secure a debt for that 
amount owing to her. The mortgage also cov- 
ered four other notes for $250 each, given to 
Omar Bushnell. He now claims that the chattel 
mortgage is security primarily for his four 
notes; that they are first to be paid out of the 
proceeds of the mortgaged property, aud is pro- 
ceeding to sell the same to satisfy his 
claim. In pursuance of this purpgse he has 
taken possession of the barber-shop and bath- 
room of Petillon Bros.,in the Grand Pacific 
Hotel, and is receiving the income therefrom. 
Complainant charges that Busbnell wiil, if not 
prevented, sell the above property at a great 
sacrifice, to her great damage; that the note 
held by her and those held by Bushnell stand on 
an equal footing,; and should share prorata in 
the proceeds of a sale of the mortgaged prop- 
erty. She therefore asks for au injunction to 
prevent the proposed sale and the closing up of 
the shop and for an account. 

THE FULLERTON AVENUE CONDUIT CASE. 

In the case of Ledlie vs. Fitzsimons & Con- 
nell. the Receiver, Clinton Briggs, filed a report 
saying that he bad advertised the property, ex- 
cept the book accounts of Fitzsimons & Con- 
nell, for sale, and bad received an offer of 
$22,982.41 from Gilbert W. Ledlie for the most 
of it, and some special offers for small portions 
from two or three other parties. Up to the 
time of filing his report, however, Mr. Ledhe 
had not completed his purchase. The next best 
bidder for all the property was W. C. D. Gran- 
nis.

$3,231.89 worth of property at private sale, and 
incurred expenses on account of his Receiver- 
ship to the amount of $862.87.

We looked over 
the side of tne ship, and watched them getting 
into the barge. The Emperor called out. Adieu,

A few weeks after the visit to Paris, the 
Prince Frederick William of Prussia arrived at 
the Court of St. James, with the intent to sue 
for the hand of the Princess Victoria, the eldest 
child of the Queen. The young people were 
known to each other, and the heart of the 
Prince bad some time before surrendered to the 
charms of the Princess. The Prince-Consurt, 
writing of the affair to his friend and confidant, 
Baron Stockmar, says: 

The event you are interested in reached an act- 
ive e this morning after breakfast. The young 
man laid his probosal before us, with the permis- 
sion of bie ta and of the King.

A predominate preference is given by the ants 
to red, green follows, yellow comes next, while 
to blue they have a decided aversion. The 
longevity of ants would seem greater than gen- 
erally admitted, some specimens of Formica 
busca being at least 5 years old. 


AFRICAN FLORA. 

The third volume of Oliver’s “Flora of 
Africa,“ recently published, includes the study 
of fourteen natural orders, from Umbellifere 
to Ebenacee. The district represented extends 
about fifteen degrees each side of the equator, 
and is divided into six portions,—two on the 
west side of the Continent, named Upper and 
Lower Guinea; two on the east side, the Nile- 
land and Mozambique, and an intervening re- 
gion called North and South Central. The 
Umbellifera in this district is represented by 
twenty-one genera and about forty-four species. 
Among the latter are the American forms, 
Conium maculatum and Dancus carota. Five 

nera are peculiar to Africa. The genus 

encedaueum embraces two species which are 
small glabious tre The Araliacez contains 
three genera fourteen species. The 
Rubiacez possesses seventy-eight genera, about 
thirty being eudemic. Two familiar species oc- 
cur, Gallum aparine and G. mollugo. The 
Valerianaece is represented by one species only, 
and the Dibsacem by three genera. The Com- 
posite contains 468 speci divided into 117 
genera, seventeen beiug endemic. The genus 
Tarchonantbus forms a small tree. The 
Ericace comprises four genera,—that of 
Erica, including a single species, E. arborea. 


SOLID-HOOFED SWINE. 

A breed of swine in Texas are remarkable for 
having solid hoofs. Dr. Elliott Coues has re- 
cently examined specimens, and finds that The 
animal is completely solidungulate.” In the 
sole of the hoef there is a broad, angular ele- 
vation of horny substance, which curiously re- 
sembles the frog of the horse’s hoof. ** The 
breed is so firmly established that no tendency 
to revert to the two-toed form is observable. 
In case of a cross between the solid-hoofed boar 
and a sow of the ordinary type, the majority of 
the progeny have the peculiarities of the maie 

nt. Dr. Coues says that there is, in this 
ustance, a case of change from an artiodactyle 
mamma! to a perissodactyle (irom even-toed to 
odd-toed).

MAKING SILVER DOLLARS. - 


The Processes of Minting—Progress of the 
Work from the Melting to the Stamping— 
How the Silver Is Alloyed—The Capacity 
of the Three Mints. 

Rew York Times, March 11. 

The capacity of tne various coining mints and 
Assay Offices in the United States will be fully.. 
tested during the coming year» The law of Feb, 
28, 1878, demands that between 2,000,000 and 
4,000. 000 of the new dollars shail be turned out 
every month. The officers of the mints think 
that 3,000,000 wili be the maximum of produc- 
tion for the present, and to coin as many silver 
dollars as that a month will require brisk work 
atthe mints. Ithas already been announced 
in the Times that the dies for the new dollar 
are to be made from the design of Mr. Morgan, 
an English draughtsman. The coin will un- 
doubtedly be one of the handsomest 
that has ever been circulated ia this 
country. There will be, as a matter of 
course, no lack of silver in the mints 
to work upon. On the lith of December last 
eleven tons of silver were sent to Philadelphia 
from the Assay Office in this city; seven and a 
half tous were sent on the Sist day of the same 
month, and at least twelve tons more have been 
dent during the last fortnight. Most of the 
silver received at the Philadelphia Mint passes 
through the New York Assay Office. There

The mints cannot, of 
course, be given over exclusively to the culnage 
of silver dollars. The subsidiary coins must b. 
struck, and acertain amount of gold coinage 
son all the time. Gold is needed dy the 
overnment to buy silver with, aside from ali 
other purposes. It is coined mostly in the 
form of double eagies. During last mouth 21,- 
410 double eagles were coined in Philadelphia, 
and 20 eagles. 20 half-eagies, 20 three-dollar 
pieces, 20 quarter-eagies, and 20 oue-dollar 
pieces were coined at the same time. ‘Tne other 
coinage of the Philadelphia Miut during Feb- 
ruary comprised 200 trade-dollars, 375,000 half- 
dollars, 1,461,800 quarter-dollars, 200 tweuty- 
cent pieces, 964,200 dimes, 600 five-cent pieces, 
600 three-cent pieces, aud 910,800 cents. 

Silver is t from the Assay Oulce to the 
Philadelphia t pure, or 90% fine, which is 
about as pure as siiver can be. It is sent iu 
large bars, and when received at the Mint is 
melted ana alloyed with copper. Cor silver is 
900 fine. After being meited and alloyed the 
metal is cast into ingots, which are simply bars 
of a convenient si for handling. The metal 
is then assayed. to determine whether it is ex- 
actly of the standard fineness. Assaying is 
done by what is known as the dry or humid 
process. Samples for assay are taken while the 
silver is in a fused condition, and two assays are 
made of erer specimen. The silver ingots 
then go to the coiner. They are first roiled 
into strips, and as the rolling is apt 
to make the metal brittle it annealed to 
soften it. Silver is annealed simply by heating 
in au open wood fire, and then being allowed to 
cool gradualiy. The silver dollar strips are 
passed through the rolls nine or ten times be- 
iore the first anneaiing and four or five times 
afterward. Then the process of annealing is 
repeated. Atter the last annealing the strips 
are run through cutters, which divide them into 
drafts of the proper thickness for the coins; 
and these, in their turn, are ruu through a 
steam punching machme which cuts planchets 
the prover size for the coin. Brom 100 to 20 
are cut ina minute. As the metal gets greasy 
during this process, the planchets are thea 
dipped into a bath of diluted sulphuric acid, 
which is too weak to act upou the surface, but 
effectively removes all foreign matter. Tue 
planchets are then adjusted; that is tosay, thev 
are carefully weighed, and ali that are lacking in 
weight are cast aside; such pieces are called 
“lights,” and the “heavies” are the pieces 
which weigh too much and are filed off. The 
adjusting is done by women. It is a process 
which requires much delicacy, and scales are 
used which are seusitive to one-sixty-fourth of * 
a grain. Alter the adjusting is finished, the 
next oneration is the milling, which is done with 
a curious sort of machine. The edges of the 
coin are thrown up and grooved by this 
After another cleaning with sulpuuri acid the 
coins are ready for the die. ‘The stamping is 
done on a screw press, and both sides of the 
coin are stamped at the same time. The dis 
are cylindrica! blocks of steel upon which are 
carved the designs to be transferre@by pressure 
to the coins. Art of a high order as weil as tine 
mechanism is conspicuous in this part of the 
coining process. designer, in the case of 
the new silver ae Mr. Morgan, first draws 
his design on” paper, from which is made 
a model in wax, of which a — is 
taken, and from this cast an el pe is 
taken, upon which careful revision is with 
the graver. This electrotype, like the mouel 
aud cast which preceded it, is three or four 
times larger than the impression Which appears 
on the dollar. The design is transferred to a 
steel die by using Hiil’s reducing machine, con- 
structed on the principle of the pantograph. 
One arm of this instrument, with a blunt poiat, 
follows the lines on the electrotype, while the 
other arm, to which is attached « strong and 
Tapidly revolving drill, reproduces the same 
lines on a smaller scale upon a steel block. By 
means of a this imoression is transferred 
to another block in intaglio, and thence upon 
another block, which is the parent die. Alter 
each transfer the lines are carefully im- 
proved with a graver. ot tae 
same quality as that of which the 
parent die is made is used for the coi 
dies. They are annesied, and trued op bot 
ends. Twoor three blows in the screw-press, 
which is worked with a large wheel, secures s 
perfect impression, and both the obverse and 
reverse of a coin are struck at once, 
places the planchets between the dyes, aud alter 
ward drops the completed coin in a bux. Twe 
or three pieces of each coinage are reserved fos 
the annual Government assay. 

The processes of meiting, refining, and assay- 
ing gold and silver ‘are carried on in the Assay 
Office, m this city, on quite as large a scale a 
at the Philadelphia Mint. Not only Govern 
ment work is done here, but large deposits are

BRONCHITIS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaeo, March 14.—In answer to Mary Moore: 
The first thing to do is to try to abort the 
inflammation of the mucous lining of 
the bronchial tubes. For this purpose use 
aconite and veratum in the same manner 
as directed for croup. If this is done early it will 
generally succeed, but often the first symptoms 
are not observed and the cold becomes set- 
tled.” You will then need, in addition, and ex- 
pectorant and sedative sirup. This is excellent: 
Fluid extract sobelia, ‘one-half ounce; fluid extract 
sanguinaria and squills, of each two drachms; 
sirup prunus virginiana, two ounces; oil anise, 15 
drops; mix. Dose, from one-third to one tea- 
spoonful every two or three hours, until relief is 
obtained, or vomiting occurs. Counterirritationis 
extfemely useful. he best applications for chil- 
dren (because least painful) are kerosene oll, or a 
mixture of one part oil turpentine to two parts 
acetic acid, shaken up well, or finely-powdered 
camphor, rubbed up in lard. Whatever iw used, it 
should be watched, and not allowed to go too far. 
This treatment is ali that isrequired in an ordinary 
case of acute bronchitis, or even in pneumonia. 

If it is important to Know whatis helpful, it is 
still more so to know what to avoid as liable to 
complicate the disease, protract its duration, or in 
any way add to the danger of the patient. This is 
a point which has never received the attention that 
its importance demands, and, until the subject is 
better understood, terrible abuses of this nature 
will continue to be practiced. Simple acute bron- 
chitis, such as we are considering, and even 
pneumonia * in healthy children, 2 
tend to recovery, with good nursing, without med - 
ical interference, yet a fatal termination may easi- 
ly be induced by injudicious medication. As a 
rule, it is best to avoid preparations containing 
opium, and, as for calomel and tartar emetic, they 
are not to be thought of. Opium, which is con- 
stantly present in every prescription for relieving 
irritation, in acute as well as chronic lung com- 
plaints, is wholly unfit for acute inflammations, 
although of great value in chronic conditions of 
the same class, and in the diseases of old age. 
Tartar emetic, while useful in relieving bron- 
chial and pulmonary congestious, is just as 
hanay at setting up uncontrollabie 
flammations in the alimentary tract. It has 
deen steadily going out of use for a long time, and 
efficient substitutes have taken its place, but there 
is still too much of it used. The hive sirap, of 
which so much ie sold for children, contains i 
Calomel was long supposed to favor resolution a 
sorption, etc. is theory gave an excuse for 
using it in the inflammations we are considering, as 
well as mall others. The theory has been laid 
aside, —as have ail the other theories of its action, 
—yet calomel is still used from long-established 
custom. Considering the injuries it is capable of 
producing. it is emphatically a custom more 
honorea in the breach than in the observance. ”"’ 

The carbonate of ammonia, which, under the 
pleasing idea of stimulating the patient, is often 
prescri even in acute inflammations, has much 
to answer for by reason of the injuries it has in- 
flicted. Under conditions which often exist in 
disease, it is capable of producing great, and even 
fatal mischief. It is perhaps more immediately 
dangerous in acute lung disease than in any other, 
especially where the substance of the lung is in- 
voived. Though a remedy of great value in many 
chronic conditions, ite use in a large range of acute 
diseases cannot be too severely criticised. The 
use of the ammonium chloride would appear to be 
free from objection. 

But to return to the questions. Increased 
susceptibility to cold indicates lowered vitality, 
the causes of which must be sought by one ac- 
quainted with all the conditions in the case, and 
the remedy applied accordingly. For a nursing 
mother, a rather concentrated diet is best, avoid- 
ing the coarser vegetables, as well as pickles, 
salads, etc., but drinking freely of any warm 
bland drinks thatare relished, in addition to the 
usual tea and coffee. The coriander seed has a 
specific effect in increasing the secretion of milk. 
I have used it myse|f;-and can recommend it. The 
seeds should be fresh, nd coarsely, and weil 
steeped; or the fluid extract may be used. I 
hardly know the dose requi this form, but it 
could be easily ascertained by trial. 

As rds the proper food with which to supple- 
ment the natural infant diet, pure fresh countr 
milk is the best, and sweetened, if at all, wit 
sugar of milk. Where this is not attainable, con- 
densed milk should be the next choice, the only 
important objection to this being the cane-sugar 
with which it is sweetened. If the in- 
fant digestion is strong, and great care 
is taken to prevent fermentation, this milk 
will be likely to answer well. If, however. 
it should produce diarrhea, tne sulphite of soda 
should be given immediately, and the milk discon- 
tinued. When obliged to discard milk altogether, 
oat-meal and barley are the best grain foods. The 
gruel from oat-meal or from pearled barley crushed 
in a coffee-mill, or what is better, if you can get it, 
the bolted flour from one of these grains and roast- 
ed gently in the oven before making into grnel. 
Preparedin this way you will have an article equal 
tothe high-priced ‘‘infants’ foods sold at the 
drug-stores.

FIFTH TALK ABOUT SINGING. 
To the Editor of The Tribwne. 

Curicaco, Maren 14.—Often, when trying to im- 
press upon my pupils the necessity for continual 
care with regard to directing tones to their proper 
places, I am greeted with the natural question of, 
** When can we begin to stop thinkfng about our 
tones? When will they come right of themselves!“ 
To this I invariably answer, Never! You mast 
always think of them, and remember that you 
have gained a great victory when you can at will, 
by dint of thought and care even, put those tones 
into their places.” Singing differs from plain 
playing in this respect: that there is, or ought to 
be, nothing mechanical about it. As every word 
sung has a meaning, so every tone joined to a word 
has a double significance, —wasical and rhetorical, 
—and requires care and thought to make both per- 
fectly unde:stood by your hearers. Some one has 
very aptly defined care to be the conscience 
of music.” In pianoforte playing, after a certain 
number of months’ and years’ steady practice, the 
fingers fall almost of themselves intu their proper 
places, and you may play certam me- 
chanicaily without giving them much thought; 


but in si practice ves you only the sure- 
as 6 the 


ou 
cease to think of your tones they cease to obey 
you. You get into the pabit of singing rightly by 
always intending to sing rightly. 

One often hears the remark among singers, 
es amateurs, [ am always so hoarse after 
1 have Lance or Singing tires my throat and 
mates it ache. Now, rest assured that such a 
state of affairs is entirely wrong. If you have no 
cold or previous disease of the throat, and are in 


no other way ill, singing in moderation ought never 


to make you hoarse; and if you study according 
to a pure method founded on nature and common 
sense, instead of being fatigued (except perhaps a 
little around the waist and in the abdominal re- 
gion from the unaccustomed use of those muscles), 
you ought, at the end of an hour’s practice, — 
divided always into four portions of fifteen minutes 
each, with the proper intervals between, —to feel 
so fresh that you could on singing forever. 
This fatigue of which you complain arises from 
not singing your tones from the 
right piace, or from singing too long 
and too loudly, from forcing your voice, —in short, 
from a bad method. There is no fault 80 common 
as that of shouting in singing, of singing—as it is 
commonly cailed—**at the top of your voice. An 
old master of music used to say to his pupils, Any 
one can bellow, but it was intended for human be- 
1 to make beautiful tones. 

re is no art so delightful and at the same time 
so discouraging as singing. A student generally 
passes through al! the phases from stumbling efforts 
to dehght, then back to black despair, then out into 
light again. 

There 1s one very important matter: that of diet, 
too little regarded by singers,inthiscountry. You 
shouid never eat nuts, for they take the tone right 
out of the voice; also avoid sweets, candies, cakes, 
and preserves, etc., all salted and smoked meats, 
cheese, sweet and dry wines, and the day when you 
are going to sing in public avoid gas-generatin 
ö Suse v8 cabbage, cauliflower, deans, an 
turnips. arets, or sour wines, mixed with water, 
are good fer the thront, being astringent. 

In answer to B. L. about singing a chest G shap, 
I would simply say that doctors of singing do not 
disagree on this point; and the reason she gives for 
taking it in taat manner, because itis easier, 
applies as well to all bad babits, for they are 
ofttimes much easier and more agreeable than cor- 
rect ones; anditisa pity they ate: c very plcas- 
ant, since they are wrong. I believe that, had Mr. 
Goidbeck, who is an excellent pianist and a de- 
lightful composer, devoted as much time to the 
study of the voice as he has to his own branch of 
music, he would never have permitted his pupil to 
carry ber chest tones beyond the F.

Why is it that Mrs. A, with emali house and 
a family of little children, seems always to 
have her work done up,” her nouse tidy, her- 
self and children neatly dressed, has leisure to 
make and receive calls, time to read and amuse the 
little ones, kecps the same girl year after year, is 
serene in spite of chance guests at dinner, and 
composed amid the disagreeable daties of washing- 
day; while Mrs. B., across the street, with two 
grown-up daughters, larger means, and more con- 
veniences, is always hard at work, and always in 
a hubbub. Call at any hour of the day, and she 
is so busy; everything is topsy-tarvy, her girl has 
just left, or she is breaking in anew one. Should 
auy one be so indiscreet as to drop in unexpectedly 
to tea, the clatter of stove and cooking utensils, 
the noise of beating eggs, together with the flushed 
and heated appearance of the ladies of the house, 
testify to the commotion the guest has caused.

THE BILL-OF-FARE QUESTION.

Curcaco, March 13.—I have been interested in 
reading the accounts of Georgina and others con- 
cerning housekeeping experiences. The table ex- 
penses for our family of two average about 83. 25 
per week. For these hard times I ¢m satisfied and 
think we live comfortably. Our account at the 
bakery is between 40 and 50 cents per week. If 
we did not bay anything in that line we would save 
about 25 cents of that amount. We have coffee 
twice a day; one-haif of a pound lasts about ten 
days. We use Rioand Java mixed, but unground. 
We do not care for tea. I do not use mach butter 
in cake. 
until we are tired of them, then they are easily 
varied a littie. 

For the benefit of Olga, I will say that the ex- 
pense of a family does not increase in the same pro- 
portion as its seize increases. A family of six conid 
be supplied with food at about the same expense as 
a family of five, and so on. The waste is supposed 
to diminish as the numbers increase. With some 
recipes it has been very difficult for me to cut down 
and cook a smal! enough amount for two. 

With a little trouble and not much extra 5 
one can make plenty of nice dishes for breakfast or 
tea. —such as pancakes of all kinds, oat-mea)- 
musb, fried mush, muffins, gems, waffles, toasts, 
— 225 rolls, puffs, etc. Desserts may also 

made at a small cost. There are a great many 
— — — = 1 — seleet) econom- 
ica] recipes for everything. —_ ng*, chkes, etc. 
We very seldom fail to have dessert. — 
I do not have time to prepare iti. We do not often 
have a variety of vegetables, as we do not care 
much for it. Whenever we wish for a change, we 
make it by cooking more vegetables or treating 
ourselves to fruit-puddidgs, fruit-cake, or what- 
ever else We crave. 

Our meat seldom costs more than 75 cents a 
week. There does not seem to be much difference 
in expense whate*er kind we buy. ' 

It helps me to mae out a statement of expendi- 
tures every week. Then I can make the expense 
greater or less as@ choose. Every few Weeks I 
average the statements. so that I am constantly 
posted as to the amount spent.

Advantages of Farm Villages in the 
Far West. 
A Plan of Subdivision for a 
Farm Village. 


Mr. o. C. Gibbs Makes » Square Offer 
to Those Concerned. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 
| Wa-Kegnezy, Trego Co., Kas., March 7.—I 
have on this, my third trip to this part of Kan- 
sas, availed myself of the opportunity offered 
of visiting one of the three Russian settlements 
located in the eastern part of Ellis County, ad- 
joining this on the east, and, finding many things 
in connection with their mode of life, habits, 
social customs, etc., which were of great inter- 
et to me, have presumed that an account of 
them would be of equal interest to readers of 
Ins Trisune. These Russian communities 
also furnish a practical fliustration of the ad- 
vautages of settlements in a new coun- 
try in Farm Villages, with outlying 
farms, instead of each family being 
isolated by location on its own farm, at a dis- 
tance ofahalf mile or mile from any other 
family or neighbor. Such plans of settlement 
have been advevated as thevries by writers in 
this country from time to time, but 1 am not 
aware of any communities being formed on this 
Dian except those made oy the Russians in the 
West. There have been many communities 
formed by social reformers of this country and 
from Europe on a Communistic basis, the in- 
dividual interest bemg merged in that ef the 
community, few of which, though fine in 
theory, bay vroved successful in practice. But 
THESE .RUSSIAN SETTLEMENTS 
furnish an illustration of agricultural commu- 
nities living in villages, and each retaining bis 
separate individual interest as completely as if 
living on his own farm. These people are from 
Southeastern Russia, and are descendants of 
‘colonists of German artisans whom Peter the 
Great induced to settie in Russia on promise of 
special privileges, among which was immunity 
from military service for them and their de- 
ecendants forever. These privileges have been 
enjoyed by them until the present time, but 
four years ago the present Czar of Russia pro- 
mulgated a decree that after the expiration of 
six years they must be subject to military 
service like, other Russian subjects. This 
led to an immediate emigration 
movement among them, many colonies coming 
to this couvtry, and others settling in Brazil, 
and still larger accessions are expected during 
the next two years. These people are distinct 
from the Menponites, being all devout Catho- 
lies, while the Mennonites in their church or- 
ganizations assimilate with the Lutherans with 
the non-resistant principles of the Quakers. 
The village visited by me—Catharinestadt—is 
located about eight miles northeast from Havs 
City, and is really the representative of the 
aristocratic element, most ot the members being 
in comfortable circumstances, and some quite 
weaithy. The other two settlement in the 
county, one near Victoria, and another im the 
Valley of the Smoky Hill, are more plebeian in

In this practi- 
cal age the question of bread-winning or self- 
support is, and must always be, the paramount 
question, and of the thousands in our country 
who now have their faces set toward cheap 


THE GREAT OBJECT WITH ALL, 

or nearly all, is support for themselyes and 
families, which the continued de n in 
business in the older settied communities has 
made it out of their power to obtain in their old 
homes. To accomplish this they are willing to 
accept the privations incident to the settlement 
of a new country. But it nevertheless re- 
mains a fact, that in going from our 
Eastern towns, and older set- 
tled communities, to settle on new 
claims on Government lands, with the sparse 
settlement always incident to a new coun@y, 
there must necessarily be a loss and deprivation 
of social, religious, and educational privileges 
to which they have been accustomed, “ Man is 
a social being,“ and this is especially true of his 
wife and children. The man, engaged in his act- 
ive out-door life, with frequent trips to the 
town, does not feel the deprivation of social 
privileges as his wife and children do, and 
though they may be cheered and buoyed up by 
the hope and absolute certainty 1 in a few 
vears, by sacrifice and self-denial, Khieving a 
comfortable independence, they cannot escape 
the experience of monotony and homesickness 
sure to be experienced by the new settler’s 
family on a new farm a half-mile or a mile away 
frum any other neighbor. 

Let us see what 

THE SPECIAL ADVANTAGES WOULD BE 

if, instead of each building his nome on his own 
claim or purchase, all were to come together in 
a farm village. There would be the gain in so- 
cial life, the doing away with the feeling of 
loneliness, isolation, the sense of protection, 
and security from proximity to neighbors. It 
would enable them to maintain and support 
schools of a high order for their children,—im- 
— in a sparsely-settied neighborhood. 

same would be true as regards 
church privileges, especially the social 
religious meetings on week-day evenings; 
also gatherings fur social, literary, or musical 
entertainments. There could be a public read- 
ing-room and library, a post-office, stores, me- 
chanics’ shops, all the conveniences of the best 
organized civil society, all within ten minutes’ 
walk of any member of the community. There 
would be the mental stimulus of frequent con- 
tact with others, preventing the rust and stag- 
nation often experienced by persons living apart 
from their fellow-men. Such a community would 
also attract to it a class of people ia well-to-do 
circumstances, who 

WOULD LIKE TO GO WEST 

to engage in farming and stock-raising on a lib- 
eral scale, but who are deterred from so doing 
by the privations, loss of society and privileges 
to which their families would be exposed by lo- 
cating vn a farm. 

It would take from farm-life its monotony 
and dru „which under ordinary condi- 
tions makes it so monotonous and unattractive 
to the farmers’ boys and girls, and makes them 
on the first opportunity offered leave the farm 
for the overcrowded village or city, simply be- 
cause their natures ‘crave society, social priv 
ileges, and mental stimulus that farm-life under 
ordinary cunditions cannot furnish. 

With the labor-saving implements of the 
present day doing away so largely with the 
drudgery of manual labor, with a village hom 
ample and broad enough for. fruits, flowers, an 
ornamental grounds; with the privileges that 
could be enjoyed for sovial life and rational rec- 
reation, there is no reason why the farmer’s 
home, under such conditions, should not be the 
pleasantest and most attractive to be found on 
earth,—uniting the substantial advantages of 
both rural and urban life. 

TO OFFZET THESE ADVANTAGES 

there will be the time daily consumed in going 
to and from the labor on the tarm,—perhaps 
two or three miles away,—the hauling of such 
supplies from the farm as will be needed for 
family consumption or the feeding of teams and 
stock; but these will be offset in a measure, 
as will be seen when we come to the subject of 
the town-site plan.in which the lots will be 
large enough to suppiy ail vegetables and fruit 
required, and to furnish work at home on Gays 
when the weather is such as to forbid going to 
the farm. (Each reader can in his own mind 
consider such other disadvantages as may occur 
to him, and decide tor himself which way the 
scale will turn.) 

The question will here arise, How can those 
who settle upon homestead lands hold their 
claims and perfect their title. while ivi in 
viliages away from their claims? To this I re- 

ly that the cultivation and improvement of the 
fend for the support of the family is a compii- 
ance with tne full spirit of the Homestead law. 
Its letter can be complied with by erecting a 
cheap house—daug-out, sod-house, or board 
shanty—upon the claim, in which he shall live, 
eat, and sleep from time to time, since no con- 
tests are allowed at the Land Office without 
proof of an abandonment of the claim for more 
than six months. Such a house would always 
be a convenience, as furnishing a place where 
hired help or a tenant could live, especially 
during the busy season of seeding or harvest. 
The grain or other products to be sold could be 
stored in granaries or cribs upon the 
hauled from thence direct to market.

ing the essential valuable elements of the 
church, but without dividing the small commu- 
nity into sects, and imposing upon them the 
support of sectarian churches, when they have 
neither the membership nor ability to sustain 
m 


The reader will bear in mind that I advocate 
ne plan involving community of interest, but 
ouly co-operation, each member’s individual iu- 
terest being as separate and distinct asif he 
were living a mile away from any other family. 

As before stated, such an adjustment is n- 
practicable in the older-settled portions of The 
country, but here, where all is new and open, 
there is nothing in the way; and I believe that 
under wise direction there can be planted on 
these broad, fertile communities which 
in a few years — w better developments of 
material pros and a more healthy and nat- 
ural social organization and life than the world 
has ever seen. 

CONCLUSION.

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, March 15.—The era of common 
sense has hit the country and made the valleys 
of the West look better than the smoked wails 
ot the city. It points the way to new national 
prosverity across lots, and hundreds are daily 
taking that short cut by rail to the cheap Gov- 
ernment and railroad lands of Kansas and Ne- 
braska. The club of hard times and crowded 
lines of vity labor has knocked so many flat in 
the mire of city uncertainties that they mourn 
for the rural independence, full living, and 
health which many of them have forsaken since 
the War, to live in- the city and speculiitte 
in wheat, instead of growing it. City servitude 
bas brightened the look of farm-life into one of 
solid comfort, generous respectability, and the 
best educator of the better nature of the man. 

It was, therefore, a notable event that yester- 
— fifteen coaches loaded with gentiemen and 
ladies moved out from one of Chicago’s Western 
roads on their way to settlement in Central 
Kansas. And they will see little of real hard- 
ship. Such as think otherwise shoud ask their 
parents or grandparents, who migrated west 
from New York and New England to Lilinois 
and Indiana thirty or forty years ago, before 
the railroads were born and loaded teams were 
driven all the way from Buffalo—ask them to 
define “bardship.”” Then modern migration 
will smack of luxury, with express trains, only a 
day’s travel by team from even the remotest 
lands.

Dr. Bartholomew, of Towanda Falls, Pa., is 
the proud possessor of an extremely precocious 
child. Miss Carrie Bartholomew is only 10 years 
old, but nevertheless she is a young person of 
extraordinary acquirements and conspicuous 
culture. At the age of 6 she could read with 
great ease, and before reaching her 8th virth- 
day she had developed a marked taste for novel- 
reading. About the same period she made her 
first attempt at authorship, and soon received an 
enviable reputation in some local nurseries, where 
her fairy tales were recited with immense ap- 
plause. In her 9th year she wrote a novel, of 


which, unfortunately, no copies are now in exist- 
ence, and began an epic in six books upon St. 
Bartholomew’s Day,“ which sanguinary event she 
cast among the ancestors of her family. The 
epic was discontinued after the completion of 
book the second, owing to the premature ex- 
termination of the Huguenots, but the young 
auth@r lasbed the Catholic party with great 
vigor, and denounced Charles IX. as the scarlet 

rson of the Apocalypse. The latest effort of 

iss Bartholomew was, in all respects, ber 
crowning work. It wasa drama in blank verse 
and five acts, entitled Robinson Crusoe; or, 
The Exile of Twenty Years,” and it was public- 
ly performed in the Baptist re-room by « 
committee of children drill by the author. 
The proceeds of the entertainment were de- 
signed for the conversion of the beathen, and it 
was attended by a large and hilarious audience. 

The whole work of mounting the drama fell 
upon the shoulders of the author. The stage 
was beautifully ornamented with borrowed 
sbawls, and three fire-screens covered with wall- 
paper and with tree and flower patterns, did 
duty as scenery. The costumes were unique 
and beautiful, and a piano, ably played by a 
grown-up young lady, supolied the place of an 
orchestra. The curtain rose at the appointed 
time, displaying Crusoe in his English home in 
the act of taking tea with his wife. A cradle in 
the corner held a voung Crusoe,—plaved with 
much dignity by Miss Bartholomew’s best doll, 
—and a wooden dog reposed on the hearth- 
rug. Crusoe, after finding fault with the 
amount of sugar in his tea,—a touch that was 
recognized as 2 — true to life,—an- 
nounced that he was to the next morning 
on a voyage to South America. Mrs. Crusoe in- 
stantly burst into tears and remarked: 

Our wedded life has scirce begun! 
But three months since you led me to the altar, 
And now you leave me, friendless and forlorn! 

Crusoe, however, soon comforted his wife, 
and, bidding her teach her surprisingly precipi- 
tate infant to revere bis absent father, put on 
his ulster, and, a. er a last passionate embrace, 
de for South America. 

‘he second act presented Crusoe in his isla 
home, clad chiefly in sealskin jackets, and muc 
—— to pacing the ground and soliloquizing. 

ceording to this account he had now been on 
the island three years, and was begirning to 
teel rather lonesome. He referred in the most 
affectionate terms to the sole partner of his 

oys and sorrows, his gentie goat, which animal,

ly have butted Crusoe into remote futurity if 
he could have broken loose. Presently ('rusce 
heard a faint yell in theglistance, and decided 
that it was made by acannibal picnic party, 
whereupon he announced that be would go for 
his gun and sweep the wicked cannibals into 
the gulf. 

Act three was brought to an unexpected but 
effective climax. It opened with the entrance 
of a dozen cannibals dragging two 
helpless prisoners, who were securely bound. 
After an effective war-dance, one prisoner was 
killed with a club and was placed on a painted 
fire. As the chief vannibal had announced that 
the dinner was nearly cooked, Crusoe goat, 
which had managed to egcape from the green- 
room, burst upon the cannibals. Two of them 
were knocked over into the audience, where 
they wept bitterly, others were strewn over the 
stage, while a remnant esca be- 
hind tne scenes. The Prisoner, in spite 
fact that he was dead and roasted, fled at 
the first onset of the goat, and the curtain was 
dropped amid wild applause. After the goat 
had been captured by some male members of 
the audience, and Crusoe himself had exolained 
that his intended massacre of the cannibals had 
been unintentionaliv anticipated, the stage was 
set for the fourth act, and the play went on. 

This particular act was a m nt proof of 

nality. The gof the cur- 
tain displaved sitting on a grassy bank, 
surrounded by four children, whom he calmly 
alleged to be hisown. Beyond vaguely allud- 
ing to them as the gift of Heaven sent to cheer 
bis lonely hours, that astonishing father did not 
offer to account for their origin. The author’s 
chief object in introducing t was, however, 
sgon disclosed. Friday, who presently ap- 
ed, and whose lack of any  ostensi- 
le origin was doubtless due to the recent ſuter- 
ference of the goat, was requested to sit down 
and undergo instruction in the Westminster 
Catechism. The scene that iollowed was closely 
modeled after the exercises of an ordi Sun- 
day-school; and Crusoe four inexplicable chil- 
dren gang songs to an extent that clearly proved 
that singing was the object of their remarkable 
creativn. Lest this scene should appear some- 
what tov solemn, the author judiciously light- 
ened it by the happy expedient of making 
friday, a negro, who constantly said Tes! 
Massa,” and: “yah, yah!“ and who always 
spoke of himself as “dis child.” Aitoget her, 
the act was a delightful one, and whenever 
Crusoe alluded to bis dear children,” and re- 
Eretted that they bad never seen their mamma, 
the audicnce howled with rapture. 

How Crusoe and bis interesting family escaped 
from the island the author omitted to mention. 
The fifth and last act depicted his arrival home 
and his final reunion with the bride of bis choice. 
Ars. Crusoe was sitting at her original tea-tabdle, 
precisely as she was in the habit of doing twenty 
years earlier, when there wasa knock at the 
door, and Crusoe entered, followed by his four 
children, and Friday, carrying a large carpet- 
bag and a bundle of shawis. Mutually ex- 
claiming ‘‘’Tis he,“ and Ties she,” the long- 
sepasated husband and wife rush into each oth- 
er's arms. Aiter the first greetings were over, 
Crusoe remarked in the most elegant blank-verse 
that, though he had brought neither gold nor 
gems, he had nevertheless returved rich, present- 
ed in evidence thereof his four children. Where- 
upon that noble woman, remarking that she, 
too, had not been idle, brought in seven chil- 
dren from the next room and told them to kiss 
their father. After which the drama was 
brought to a graceful end by singing ot Home, 
Sweet Home, by the eatire strength of the 
Crusoe family. 

For 8 and rare dramatic genius, it is 
clear that the play has never been equaled by 
an previous American dramatist; and we may 
be sure Mise Carrie Bartholomew will in future 
— may upon it with at least as much wonder 
as e.
